There 
is no appearance by Gerald Armstrong nor any of the other 
defendants. I received a letter by fax from Mr, Armstrong 
dated March 21, 1995. 

If you wish, you can make that part of the 

record. 

MS. BARTILSON* Yes, I would like to do that. 

(Whereupon Plaintiff's Exhibit 67 

was marked for identification.) 

MR. BENZ* And, Ms. Bartilson, do you have any 
statement to make in connection with this case? 

ms. BARTILSON* I should just say when I 
received this letter by fax yesterday afternoon in which 
Mr. Armstrong stated he would be unable to attend this 
deposition due to a spiritual condition that he was unable 
to control resulting in a psychological incapacitation, I 
called him to see if I could ascertain what the problem 
was or reschedule the deposition, so on and so forth. 

The response that I got from Mr. Armstrong was
